a trifle, if any more than last year. 
This Is shown by a comparison of the 
prices prevailing at this time com- 
pared with the cost of various articles 
which make up a Xmas dinner, which 
were quoted at the close of the year 
1905. 
In some respects tho dinner will 


be cheaper than was the case last 
Christmas, says the Columbus Sun. 


Turkeys, which is the essential poul 


try to which every thing else is sub- 


ing price was 25 cents: 


Cranberries, another staple article 


for the Christmas dinner, are slightly 
eheaper than last year because of the 
extraordinary large eropjn the Cape 
Cod region, ' where two-thirds of the 
cranberries consumed in America are, 
grown. Until recently the price was 
15 cents a quart, but at the first of 
last week that was reduced to 10 cents 
which is cheaper -than the prevailing 
price last year.

Oysters Are Higher. 


Oysters, another of the 
important 


things which go to 
make up 
thel 


Christmas dinner, are slightly dearer 
;han last year, owing to the increased 
demand and the fact that storms along 
he eastern coats have seriously inter- 
'ered with the fishing. Oysters in bulk 
are sold at from 35 to 50 cents a quart 
while ,Hue points, bring 20 =to 25 "cents 
a dozen. Last year oysters could , be 
purchased tor fronr'301 to 45 cents a 
quart retail . 


Apples Are Cheaper, 


Apples, which go to make up the 


sauces, are much cheaper than 'last 
year owing 'td the large supply. The 
crop in the east, principally in Dela- 
ware, was exceptionally large and con- 
sequently prices have dropped very 
low comparatively.. At retail apples 
can be purchased for 40 cents a peck. 
This price is only asked for the best 
grades. At wholesale all of the stand- 
ard grades can be bought from |2.25 
to $3.25 -a- barrel. This is fully one- 
third less than was tho case last year. 


In the category of butter and eggs 


there is a slight advance over prevail- 
ing prices last. year. Butter of the 
creamery variety is now retailed at 38 
cents a pound, while last Christmas 
the prevailing price wus 35 or 36 cents. 
Eggs are also slightly dearer than, las,t 
y«ar, although « recent fall of 6 cents 
a doznn in New York has weakened

There is a 
slight, advance in fish but not very 
much, while vegetables of all kinds, ax- 
copt canned tomatoes and peas, « 
about tho same.
